Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A method for presenting high level interpretations of eye tracking data correlated to stored 
display scenarios of a display event comprising assigning a valuation vocabulary to the high level 
interpretations as claimed is not taught nor suggested by the prior art of record.
